Cuba 
And the 
'Big Lie

MIAMI — The rarest com­ 


modity in 
Cuban 
exile-ridden 
Miami these days is the trulli. 


But in wartime—and at least 
some exile are at “ w ar” here— 
too 
m u c h truth hurts 
and 
spreading lies is a virtue. 


Exile leader Manuel Ray got 
caught recently in one of those 


“virtuous” lies. He vow'ed for 
a year that he would be fighting 
F idel Castro inside 
Cuba 
by 
May 20 or die trying. 


Alive 
and 
em barrassed 
to 
frustrated tears, he was instead 
captured by a British destroyer 
in a Bahamian key on June 1, 
his pledge unkept. 


To make m atters worse, his 
seven companions on thhe un­ 
fulfilled mission included tw'o 
American photographers and a 
Cuban-born woman—hardly the 
kind of group that lends itself to 
a successful infiltra*ion opera­ 
tion against a foe as powerful 
as Prem ier Castro. 


THE IGNOBLE arrest of Ray 
(he and the others were fined 
$14 each for illegal entry by a 
Nassau m agistrate) was greet­ 
ed in Miami with gloomy sus­ 
picion and 
chortling glee, 
a 
normal 
reaction 
among 
the 
splintered exile groups. 


The pro - Ba istaites describe 
Ray s misadventure as a week­ 
end party on Anguilla Key with 
“ women and everything.” Ray’s 
supporters implied that there 
was a conspiracy between the 
U.S. and the British to pick the 
group up and pointed to the 
S t a t e Department admission 
that a Coast Guard plane helped 
run d o w n 
exile 
anti-Castro 
plans. 


The Ray incident is sympto­ 
m atic of the confusion and cross­ 
purposes ram pant among 
the 
exiles, and it also spotlights the 
incredibly divisive effects of the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency’s 
operations against the 
Castro 
regime. 


Out of all the confusion, these 
points seem reasonably clear: 
1. The situation inside Cuba is 
now still extremely tense, with 
Castro’s militia remaining 
on 
alert and a brutal crackdown 
against any sign of anti-govern­ 
ment activity. It was announced 
on June 6 that the regime had 
executed Cesar Dia Infante, in­ 
ternational commerce director 
of Orient Province—the eighth 
accused CIA agent to die be­ 
fore a firing squad within as 
many days. 


2. The state of alert has taken 
thousands of men from their 
jobs in the fields and factories, 
a blow to the staggering Cuban 
economy. 


3. Ray’s scare campaign be­ 
fore the May 20 date damaged 
the morale of the Cuban mili­ 
tia. and if and when Ray does 
successfully infiltrate, may pay 
off for him. 


THE ONE great point on the 
minus side is that those in­ 
side Cuba who felt they could 
depend on Ray s ability may 
now feel that he has proven 
himself inept and untrustworthy. 
If there were many Castro Cu­ 
bans high on Ray’s list of pos­ 
sible defectors, (hey might be 
having second thoughts. 


The Cubans who know first­ 
hand the difficulties of getting 
in and out of Cuba make it plain 
that Ray might well have en­ 
countered 
serious 
trouble on 
his infiltration attempt. 


He was caught while waiting 
for a better time. Kxilo infiltra- 
ors have in the past bobbed 
around 
the Caribbean for as 
long as 23 weeks before the 
time was right for their landing. 
“ You must rem em ber,” said 
a Cuban who has made sev­ 
eral 
infiltrai ions for the CIA, 
“ that Manuel Ray wasn’t going 
to permit only sabotage. 
He 
had to have meetings with the 
underground 
leaders 
facc-to- 
fare With ('idol's hugp mobili­ 
zation, that 
might have been 
impossible for him until after 
the May 20 deadline. Ho was 
in the bad position of causing 
the alort which he hoped would 
help him with the militia and 
also being kept out of Cuba be­ 
cause the strength of the alert 
was too much for him .”
